Interest in Boxing Beginning to Revive---England’s Heavyweight Champion Bars

We are grateful to his pugilistic eminence, 
James J. Jeffries, for the information that he will fight 
again. He fails to say when, but intimates that it may 
not be until next fall;and then, methinks, that with 
the prospect of a busy theatrical campaign confronting 
him, he will be moved to defer action again until the 
spring, and meanwhile the trio of aspirants for his title 
—for in addition to Gustavus Rahlin and Tamasio 
Sharkey, one “Mexican Pete” Everett has to be reck- 
oned with—who, to hear them tell it, are thirsting for 
another chance, will have to content themselves with 
hoping until the champion’s waning glory demands 
something more of him in the way of professional ac- 
tivity than masquerading as an actor. 

An interview with Jeffries, quoted the other morning, 
makes him say that he is in need of rest after a tiring 
season on the road and would not think of beginning 
at once training for a battle.

Now he’s so tired he has to rest six months—wouldn't 
that make you wish you were a fighter? 

Going on a little further, he said: 

“I am not as much in love with this fighting business 
as some persons believe Iam. There does not seem to 
be much money in the game anyway at present, but I 
am always ready to defend my title.”’ 

He was asked about reports that emanated from 
Ruhlin’s manager, to the effect that Manager Kennedy 
and other promoters in San Francisco had made liberal 
offers for the fight to take place in July or Au:sust. 

“T did learn of an offer of $8,000, but if the game is 
potting to be as cheap as this I don’t want any more 
of it!” 


Funnier and funnier! If Jeffries continues to have | 


such thoughts as these I'd advise him not to contemp- 
late for an instant trying to get along without a mana- 
ger to do his talking for him, at least. 

When I commented a few weeks ago upon fight- 
er’s managers, Ruhlin’s man took exception to my re- 
marks and intimated that managers are a necessity. 

I agree with him now ! 


The boxing game Is staggering under the | 


effects of a knockout opposition in some parts of the 
country but shows signs of reviving despite the hard 
knocks administered in the past few months. San 
Francisco, Denver and other Western cities are holding 
big contests, and while there is still a barrier against the 
“open door” policy for the heavier fighters in the East, 
several States permit boxing between men of the 
smaller classes, and, in consequence, the little fellows 
are reaping a harvest. Delaware, New Jersey and 
Connecticut are liberal enough to allow lovers cf the 
“fancy” to enjoy the sport. At Wilmington contests 
are held in which the best bantams, featherweights and 
lightweights appear, but the big men —re barred. Tren- 
ton and Bordentown, N., J., are wide open to the fighters 
from welterweights down, and several towns in Con- 
necticut hold contests weekly in all classes. Reports 
are still going the rounds to the effect that next fall will 
witness a revival of the sport in Philadelphia. 

Detroit’s new police commissioner has lots of sport- 
ing blood, Judging from his talk on the game. He says: 
“Anybody who wants to get up a good, fair exhibition 
of boxing, it will not only be allowed, but I will be there 
to see to it that everybody has agoodtime. A prize- 
fighter knows what heis up against when he goes into 
the ring. He is not forced to fight or be stood up ina 
corner and poked at. He goes into the ring with his 
eyes open, and he should be able to take care of him- 
self. My. little boy will be taught to put on the boxing 
gloves and take care of himself just as soon as he is big 
enough. I believe that everybody ought to havea 
thorough course in physical training.” 


When I intimated in this column a few weeks 
ago that ‘Philadelphia Jack” O’Brien would probably 
be the man to go after Geo. Crisp, England’s new 
heavyweight champion, I did so upon the assumption 
that our American pugilists were about twenty pounds 
better than the Englishmen in all classes, and that this 
would bring the Philadelphia middleweight and the 
British heavyweight together upon something like even 
terms. I was not mistaken when I expressed the be- 
lief that O’Brien would challenge the new champion. 
for he did, but the latter evidently has no intention of 
letting his newly-acquired honors get away from him, 
for he has dictated conditions which are, to say the 
least, laughable. O’Brien evidently takes this view of 
it, too, for in a letter touching upon the subject, he says: 

“Seeing George Crisp’s answer to my challenge, to 
the effect that he will accept if I undertake the task of 
stopping him in ten rounds, I can only remark that for 
a champion to ask for such a match seems ridiculous, 
especially remembering that Iam asked to attempt to 
succeed ina task in which Jem Smith, one of Eng- 


land’s champions, failed. However, as it seems an 
utter impossibility to get Crisp to meet me, I will make 
him another offer, in the hope that this time I shall be 
successful in tempting him and his backers. T will

“Crisp and Taylor,” said Charley, with an expression 
of unmitigated contempt: “want to know what Hi 
think of ’em.

MEXICAN PETE WON 


ON A DELIBERATE FOUL BLOW

Tom Sharkey evidently hasn’t forgotten the rough 
house style of fighting he used to indulge m when he 
was @ protege of Danny Lynch’s and gained the repu- 
tation of being ‘the foulest heavyweight fighter in the 
ring. Some of the stories about how he used to win 
battles by ferociously rushing his opponéngs through 
tne ropes, throwing them out of the ring, gotiging and 
butting them in a wild desire to win seemed almost in- 
credible, but he evidently tried to defeat “Mexican 
Pete” Everett by such methods on May 7 at Cripple 
Creek, Col., and in consequence lost the battle on a foul. 
Sharkey agreed to put Everett out in six rounds. The 
men went at it hammer and tongs from the sound of 
the bell. The local man placed several stiff rights to 
Tom’s beart and kidneys, which, in a measure, stopped 
the latter’s furious rushes. Sharkey landed several 
severe lefts to head, and the clinches were numerous. 
In the breakaways the sailor swung wildly and few cf 
his swings reached their mark. 

Pete covered himself well and let Sharkey do much 
of the rushing and leading. Toward the end cf the 
round Sharkey landed hard to the head and floored his 
man. Then before bis man could rise swung a terrific 
right to the ear and Everett rolled over on the floor 
unconscious. Referee Johnson awarded the fight to 
Everett. At the time the foul blow was struck Sharkey 
was, to all appearances, in a rage,and immediately 
after delivering it appeared to realize what he had done. 

Several sporting men from Chicago and elsewhere, 
who had money bet that Sharkey would win, were dis- 
pleased at the result, and for a time it was thought that 
the referee was in danger of personal violence. When 
“‘Mexican Pete” had been declared the victor Sharkey 
charged around the ring as if he were a mad bull, and 
but for the interposition of his seconds would have 
made matters extremely unpleasant for the referee. 

As soon as the decision was announced pandemonium 
reigned, and it was several minutes before the excite- 
ment subsided. There had been much betting that

cisco in the third round by Jeffries, would not last four

The men who lost these wagers were furious, and 
made all sorts of charges against the referee. ‘Bat’ 
Masterson and other well-known sporting men were at 
the ringside. After Sharkey had recovered from his 
Surprise at the decision of the referee he immediately 
challenged ‘Mexican Pete’ to another match to be 
fought either at Cripple Creek or San Francisco. On 
account of the large amount of money that changed 
hands on the fight it was feared that trouble might follow 
before morning and extra police were sworn in to pre- 
serve order. 

After the battle the victor and his friends visited a 
number of prominent resorts and celebrated the result 
in a fitting manner. The corks popped lively and 
miners who won money on the battle surrounded the 
‘victor and carried him around on their shoulders. 
"Mexican Pete’’ had to beg to be let down, as he feared 
bodily injury. Some friends of the victor have offered 
large wagers that ‘‘Mexican Pete”’ will win again if the 
men meet again. 

When Sharkey heard of this talk he said: ‘I'll fight 
him in San Francisco for any amount of money and a 
side bet of $10,000."" Friends of Everett talk of raising 
a fund to back their favorite. Everett was in great con- 
dition when |e stepped into the ring, and had evidently 
trained hard for the fight. No event in pugilism in 
recent years has caused as much talk in the Colorado 
mining country as the defeat of Sharkey, who is looked 
upon as one of the most troublesome heavyweights in 
the world to win from. 

















O’BRIEN AND PAINE FIGHT BADLY. 


The fight which Dick O’Brien, of Lewiston, and Billy 
Paine, of Philadelphia, put up at Bangor, Me., was not 
the kind of an affair which fifty live sports of that 
locality put up their good money to see on May 8. 
Several attempts had been made to pull offa fight be- 
tween these two pugilists in that city during the past 
few weeks. but each time the fight has been declared 
off on account of threatened police interference. 

O’Brien and Allie Brown, another Lewiston pugilist, 
went to Bangor, and the next afternoon, accompanied 
by Paine and his followers, they went to Hampden, 
followed by the sports. At Hampden teams were 
taken and the party drove into Waldo County, where 
the fight took place without interference. The ring 
was pitched on a high embankment overlooking the 
river, the sports standing around to see the mill. 
Brown was thé referee. 

Both O’Brien and Paine were in poor condition for 
any kind of a set-to, but they went the limit and the 
crowd came home, each man believing that his money 
had been poorly spent. In the second round O’Brien 
had Paine nearly knocked out, but the Philadelphia 
man rallied, and from that round to the end of the fight 
he gave a good account of himself. The fifth, seventh 
and last rounds were quite fast, and at the close Brown 
gave the decision to O’Brien. Paine received $45 and 
O’Brien $55 for their efforts.
